I will only 
use it on spending,” Clinton said. 

Senate GOP Whip Trent of Mississippi 
called Clinton’s offer "a nice gesture," but 
suggested that House-Senate disagreement 
on the line-item veto measure was the real 
culprit in preventing its final passage.

. The politics of abortion in immigration 
law has moved from the ridiculous to the, 
outrageous. 

New guidelines from the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS) have expanded 
the categories of who may be considered 
; persecuted and thus qualified for political, 
asylum in the United States.. 

Last month, the Board of Immigration 
Appeals overturned a decision by an INS 
judge who had ruled that a Haitian woman 
did not qualify for asylum, though she had

Owyheb s heriff seeks co ntrol over feds

HOMEDALE - U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management employees no longer have 
authority to wear a badge or act as peace 
officers in Owyhee County, Sheriff Tim 
Nettleton has announced. 

Ncttleton said that right is reserved solely 
, for the state, and bureau employees can do 
so only as deputies under his permission. 

. “W.efind no merit in terms of his 
request," replied Martha Hahn, BLM state 
director. Pan of Owyhee County falls with- 
in the Jarbidge Resource Area, which is 


based in Twin Falls. 

Nettleton said Owyhee County residents 
have a strong feeling of distrust for armed 
federal agents. It was unclear Wednesday 
- whether he intends to target agents of the 
FBI, Air Force, Internal Revenue Service, 
Bureau of Indian Affnirs, and Alcohol 
Tobacco and Firearms as well. 

Nettleton said the U.S.'and Idaho constitu- 
tions, and Idaho Code, clearly state no federal 
. agency can exercise peace officer authority in , 
Idaho without the permission of the 
Legislature or the governor’s office, and then 
only for suppression of domestic violence. 


Hahn cites the federal Land Policy and 
Management Act of 1976 as permission for 
BLM patrols. They may encounter marijua- 
na growers or other armed people. 

“We’ve had a good relationship with the 
sheriff and it seems to be turning, and that 
raises a real concern; the whole county 
supremacy just adds to the, I would call it 
the stress. level, of federal employees in 
general,” she said. 

The BLM employees can keep their 
guns, Nettleton said. 

“I don’t have any objection to them car-, 
tying n gun, but 1 don’t want them being a 


cop," he said, adding there is no reason for 
Innd-managcmcm personnel tp need n gun. 

He guaranteed BLM investigator Dan 
Hughes in a letter that "if there is any need for 
armed protection, my department will make 
that judgment and sup'ply that protection.

employees and property.” 

In addition, Nettleton snid the Idaho 
Constitution states the sheriff is the chief ■ 
officer with jigisdiction over other organi- 
zations within the county.

Such segregation of rural- 
land uses would be a top priori- 
ty if the county adopts its pro- 
posed comprehensive plan. 
Public comment will be taken at 
7:30 tonight before the county 
planning and zoning commis- 
sion at its hearing room. 246 
Third Ave. E., Twin Falls. 

Also listed as "urgent" tasks 
for the county: 

•"Limit land divisions in 
agricultural zones. 

■ • Encourage new subdivi- 
sions to be built through n 
planned-unit development 
(PUD) agrcc'mcnt with the 
county to control uses and den- 
sities within the subdivision. 

*•' Map out existing “miscella- 
neous plats" with lots of five 
acres or less to establish possi- 
ble PUD options the county 
might pursue. 

• Establish setbnek rules to 
preserve open space in new 
housing subdivisions. 

The land-use plnn was writ- 
ten as a guide the county can 
follow to make sure its services 


can keep up with anticipated 
growth over the next 15 to 20 
years. Planners estimate more 
than 7,000 new residents have 
moved into Twin Falls County 
since 1990, boosting the popu- 
lation from 53,800 to almost 
61,000. : 


The population surge has , 
forced the county to rethink 
how and where its residents 
should live. 

■ “Orderly growth" is the pop- 
ular catch phrase for those who 
have been involved in putting 
the plan together.

Brent Rcinkc said in March. 
"We need- to revamp the way 
Twin Falls County has histori- , 
cally iooked at zoning issues. 
We need to look down the road. 
It’s not that we haven’t been 
doing things well in the past, 
but times have changed." , . 

Erick Mikescll, head of the 
county planning commission, 
said the old land-use plan 
couldn't foresee thojtonflicts 
that would arise today.'**''-'. . 

Recent debates have cropped^ 
up over whether new dairies are 
compatible with old homes, 
whether new subdivisions can 
be built alongside old farms, 
and whether any construction 
should be allowed next to an 
even older county feature: the 
Snake River Canyon. 

For these questions, the coun- 
ty’s 1978 land-use plan has few 
answers. 

Mikescll said that plan's pop- 
ulation projections arc behind 
the times. Updated estimates, 
he said, arc "getting the plan 
into the 21st century” to ensure 
the county will continue to have 
enough roads and wide-open

Big Wood River, but observers 
believe it’s just the calm before 
the storm. 

“I doubt flooding is avoidable," 
said hydrologist Brian Avery with 
the National Weather Service in 
Boise. "I feel there’s going to be 
some degree of flooding.” . 

Just 'how much and when is 
anybody's guess. 

But with snowpack in. the Big 
Wood River drainage standing at , 
282 percent of normal for this 
time of year, homeowners and 
emergency crews arc watching 
and waiting 

This-latcst weather system, 
which added several inches of 
new snow to the- Big Wood 
drainage, has given some breath- 
ing room as cooler, tempera turts 
slowed the melting of snow. 

"The cooler temperatures have 
virtually stopped the snowmelt,” 
Avery said.. • - 

By Wednesday, measurements 
at the Hailey gauge station * 
showed the river was ru nning at 
a*dcpth of 4'.8”feet, or 2^900 ‘ 
. cubic feet per second. 

The river had briefly reached the 
flood stage of six feet on Monday 
and Tuesday, before receding to. 
more manageable levels. 

“The cold weather will defi-f 
nitcly slow the river down’, but 
the potential (for flooding) is still 
there especially if the weather .

' Death, he said in a flat voice, come

M I would say she died within a few 
minutes, probably much less than a 
minute,” he said. “She would have 
gone into rapid shock with this mas- 
sive injury." 

Lak^hmanan’s illustrated lecture on. 
knife wounds and bleeding patterns 
'was censored by the judge, preventing 
Simpson, spectators and reporters 
from seeing the autopsy pictures .to 
which the witness referred. 

The jurors, who saw fhe first of the 
photographs late Tuesday, appeared 
composed, remarkably inured to the 
nightmarish quality of the display 
mounted directly in front of them, 
which included life-size close-ups of 
Ms. Simpson’s gashed neck. 

The panelists stared straight ahead, 

• barely blinking as Lakshmanan used a 
pointer to describe each, of Ms. 
Simpson’s wounds. 

The judge warned them again that 
the pictures arenjpsetting and urged 
them to ask for breaks if they felt 
uncomfortable. No.rcquesls were 
made. 

Simpson sat flanked by two lawyers 
aerpss the courtroom and behind the 
board of pictures. He frequently gazed 
at the ceiling, rocked .in his chair and 
breathed deeply, particularly when the 
coroner began talking about Ms.

Lakshmanan said. “The upward angle 
would support this scenario." 

The photos were shown .only to 
jurors and attorneys oftcr Superior 
Court Judge Lance Ito turned aside 
First Amendment arguments. fdr 
media access. 

. In a stinging reply to media' argu- 
ments, Ito said, “The victims should 
be allowed some final shred of dignity 
rather than having their earthly 
remains publicly displayed in their 
savaged and pathetic state.” 

Ito, acknowledging he ruled the pic- 
tures "cssential to.nn understanding of 
the issues regarding cause and manner 
of death," said he would allow limited 
public access through a pool of 
reporters once the coroner's' testimony 
ends.

Prime minister plans republic by 2001 

CANBERRA, Australia — Prime Minister Paul Keating outlined a 
plan Wednesday for severing Australia’s tics with the British crown, 
proposing that an appointed president replace Queen Elizabeth H as 

head of state. • * 

. “This is the ’final step to becoming a fully independent nation. It 
will permit the full and unambiguous expression of Australia’s 
national identity,” Keating told Parliament. 

Like other former British colonies such as Canada and New 
Zealand, Australia is a self-governing nation. Nominally its supreme 
executive powers rest with the British monarch. But in reality the 
queen is largely a figurehead. 

Keating’s campaign to do away with the last semblance of 
Australian dependence has raised a larger question: how much power 
.should the queen’s replacement have?

He was 
hospitalized with minor injuries, doctors said.

JEROME - It looks like a piece of the sky 
has fallen and landed among the pine needles. 
Tlicn a sky-blue figure moves - and you 
know it’s a bird. It’s a mountain bluebird, Ida- 
ho's stalc'b inj. 

-Bluebirds arc already. in their nesting areas 
in the'dcserts, foothills and high mountain re- 
gions of Idaho. Many of them arrived when 
the snow was still on the ground in late Febru- 
ary. Look for them near nesting cavities in old 
trees near meadows where they feed. 

The mountain bluebird is about 6 inches 
long, bright blue on the back and powder blue 
on the undersides. Females are a subtle blend 
of grayish ^rown, with light shadings of blue 
on the wings and tail. * 

Female bluebirds typically lay four to six • 
pale blue eggs, which they usually incubate. 
Most of the tune, males will cany food to the 
female while she’s on the nest The pair will 
attempt to raise two broods during the sum- ' 
mer, weather permitting. 

Grasshoppers, locusts, crickets and caterpil- 
lars rank among the mountain bluebird’s fa- 
vorite foods.

these quiet birds. For airborne insects, the 
bluebird will take a perch and pick them off 
on the wing. Ground prey is taken' after hover- 
ing for several seconds, then diving on the in- 
sect -just like a kestrel’s attack. 

A close relative, the western bluebird, is 
about 5 K inches long and has a dark back- 
with rusty colored Undersides and upper back. 
Their ranges overlap in southern Idaho, but 
die western species seems to prefer lower ele- 
vations. 

Bluebirds have historically favored aban- 
doned cavities excavated by members of the 
woodpecker family. Old growth forests con- ' 
tnined many dead nnd dying trees with abun- 
dant nesting sites. Loggers have cut down 


many of these old trees, resulting in the blue- 
bird’s decline. 

A double disaster occurred when two exotic 
birds were introduced. Thanks to the Brook- 
lyn Institute, the English sparrow came from 
Europe to New York in 1853. European star- 
lings followed in 1890," when Eugene Scheif- 
fin released 60 of them in New Yotk City's 


Central Park. William .Shakespeare once men- 
tioned starlings in a play, and Scheifftn want- 
ed America to' have the birds mentioned by . 
the bard. 

By 1940, millions of these two exotics had - 
spread across the United States - evicting • 
bluebirds nnd other native species that nested 
. m cavities. The bluebird is a mild-mannered 
' species and cannot defend its territory against 
these aggressive invaders. Studies show the 
eastern bluebird declined os much as 90 per- ■ 
cent between 1936 and 1976. 

, Western species suffered a similar fate. 
—Sympathetic birders realized that something 
had to be done to help Idaho's bluebirds. 
Nesting boxes were. the answer to the lack of 
nesting sites, but they needed to be placed out 
in the desert or at higher .elevations - away 
from the norma ) range of English sparaotvs 
and starlings. - • 

Seminal leaden in Idaho's bluebird move- 
ment were A1 Peny and A1 Larson, from the 
Boise urea. They built and installed hundreds 
of boxes in the late 1970s and '80s. Othere 
took up the cause,, and the Idaho Department 
of Fish and Game has provided thousands of 
boxes to interested birdera to install. 

The nesting box design originally devel- 
by Al Larson is still the standard, right 
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size is critical because larger holes allow ac- 
cess for larger, more aggressive species. Nest- 
ing box plans are available from Fish and 
Game offices. 0 

Boxes should be hung on trees at about the 
eye level of qn adult, facing open areas and 
sheltered from the prevailing wind. Place 
them so they are shaded in the afternoon, as 
summer days can be hot. 

Once bluebirds take up residence in a nest 
boxes, the parents and their offspring will re- 
turn to the same area. On one occasion, Al

HAILEY - A fine new trail- guide for the 
mountains around Sun Valley and Stanley 
is now on the market, so there’s no excuse 
for taking a wrong turn in the southern 
‘ reaches ofcentral Idaho’s backcouhtry. 

“The Trail Book,” published by Peak 
Media, Inc. of Hailey', offera maps nnd trail 
. descriptions for dozens of hikes and moun- 
tain bike rides in the Sawtooth, White 
— Cloud, Boulder; Smoky cnd.Pioneer moun- 
tains. Trails around the Sun Valley area 
also are featured, as well as popular cross- 
country ski trails. 

At S24.95, it's. not cheap - but it is a 
comprehensive guide to a vast area. The 
information is thoughtfully presented, and. 
the format is perfect for hikers who travel 
light but are rough on their equipment. 

The trim hardback volume zips open and 
shut like a small medical kit. Pages arc' 
held by a three-ring binder clip, so hikers 
can pluck out the ones they need and leave 
the rest behind; a plastic sleeve-is included 
to protect the chosen pages while they’re 
on the trail. 

Each trail entiy. includes an overall diffi- 
culty rifting, as well as objective data like 
total length, elevation gain, highest point 
and vehicle access. A crisp blnck-and-

Howev- 
er, most of the articles are curiously 
timeless -r* hard to tell 1948- from 
1988.

Yellowstone coyotes, 
wolves viefor control 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. (AP) — Wolves 
released in .Yellowstone National 
Park are battling park coyotes in 
an apparent move to establish 
dominance. 

More; than two dozen people 
watched from a park road 
Saturday as a wolf pack chased 


by the six-wolf pack known as the 
Crystal Bench pack, the pack 
involved in Saturday's battle, said 
Crabtree, who has studied coyotes 
in Yellowstone for more than five 
years. But researchers have seen 
no pups among either of the other 
coyote packs this spring. 

It’s possible, Crabtree said, that

-them, biologists said.

One question has been how 
.wolves would deal with coyotes, 
probably their closest competitor 
arid a species that had begun tak- 


ous' attacks on other coyote litters 
with more fatal results. 

“We know wolves limit coyote 
numbers, but wc didn't know 
how,” he said. “Now wc have the 
methods by which wolves get rid 
of coyotes. They keep coyotes 
away from their carcasses and 
now it looks like they might also 
be going after the coyote pups." 

No adult wolves or coyotes 
were killed in the battle, which 
began as five wolves from the 
Crystal Bench pack appeared to 
happen across the coyote den. 

'For more than 10 minutes, .the 
tussle continued as wolves chased 
the more speedy coyotes and coy- 
otes chased wolves in return, 
Crabtree said. After the coyotes 
finally ran off and perched, howl- 
ing, on nearby hills, the wolves 
set about excavating a larger pas-' 
sage into the coyote den. 

But after widening .about six 
feet of the passage, the wolves 
gave up and trotted off. 

The coyotes were fast bn their 
heels, evacuating at least two coy- 
ote pups, and possibly more, to

So 
why shouldn’t we impose a similar 
minima! standard for something as 
potentially lethal — and easily mis- 
used — as a firearm? 

Don’t give me a lot of domino- 
theory nonsense about the anti-gun

The best security plan is a high-

- Another choice is to hide the guns 
about your house. Depending on the 
house, this can be effective. Some 
homes have lots of nooks and cran- 
nies, attic accesses and storage areas. 

It might take a burglar days to find all 
the spots. Be sure to make a list of all 


- the hiding spots or a gun m ay be lost 
• forever. 

No matter what you do, there is 

■ nothing as safe as a gun safe; 

‘ The safe can also be used for other"' 
valuables and papers. Jewelry, docu- 
ments, pictures fit easily into a fall- 
sized gun safe. The items are not only 
safe from theft, but also from fire as 
. most quality safes arc fireproof. 

' Thfnk'abourinsuranccr Homc~ 
owner's insurance is one of those 
things a person invests in and seldom, 
reads. Check your home owner's pol- 
icy to -determine if it provides total 
replacement cost for personal posses- 
sions such as firearms. Look to see if 
there is a limit on the amount of 
firearms protection provided in the 
coverage. If this proves to be the 
case, then the insurance company 

■ probably will offer the needed addi- 
tional coverage in the form of a 
“firearms option.” 


FT^ r-nun is stolen, you will be 
required to prove to the satisfaction of 
die insurance company that it existed 
in the first place and it is worth what 
you arexlaiming. 

Preparing this type of documen- 
tation involves time and expense, ■ 
but will be worth the effort if it’s 
ever needed. Complete documcnta- 
tlon_Jof_your firearms should 
include a- lisrof nUfireorms'and - 
serial numbers, a detailed descrip- ■ 
tion of each, a photograph, and a 
determined value - in the form of 
replacement cost. 

As responsible gun owners, wc 
must take steps to ensure that our 
firearms are secured, for our own 
sake and for the sake, of our commu- 
nity.

The Commerce Department said 
Wednesday new investments totaled 
$47.2 billion, up from $26.2 billion 
in 1993, when investments rose 71 
percent. 

Still, foreign spending in the 
United States remained well below 
the $72.7 billion peak in 1988. 

It had fallen to a 10-year low of 
$15.3 billion in 1992. 

“The U.S. economy continued to 
expand strongly, increasing the 
profitability of potential acquisition 
targets and making them more 
attractive to foreigners," said the 
report by the department's Bureau 
of Economic Analysis. 

"Economic expansion in Western 
. Europe, particularly in the United 
Kingdom, raised foreign compa- 
nies* profitability and provided 
them with additional funds for 
investing in the United States." 

The report added that the dollar’s 
depreciation against some foreign 
currencies also probably encour- 
aged investments. 

The largest investor nationS' werc 
Britain, which accounted for 40 
percent, or $19 billion, of the out- 
lays; Switzerland, $5.7 billion,- and 
Canada and Germany, $3.6 billion 
each.

“Groupware” doesn't sound sexy, but it’s 
the principal reason that International 
Business Machines Corp. is willing to 
spend $3.3 billion to buy* Lotus 
Development Corp. 

Louis Gerstner, IBM’s chief executive, 
made it clear in announcing his bid 
Monday for Lotus that groupware, the 
emerging field of computing that was pio- 
neered by Lotus when it launched its flag- 
ship product, Lotus Notes, is why Big Blue 
wants the Massachusetts software compa- 
ny. 

Since Lotus' Notes was launched in 1989, 
Gerstner said it has revolutionized a change 
in the corporate computer world as signifi- 
. cant as the move from centralized main- 
frame computers to networks of personal 
computers. 

As companies have become more global, 
the need to communicate among employees 
working on the same project but separated 
by geography has become critical. Lotus 
Notes addressed that need. It allowed a 
worker in one city to suggest revisions on a 
design or on evaluation that could be imme- 
diately seen by anothe r worker thousands 
of miles away. '• 

Using Notes, a group of people in a vari- 
ety of locations can look at a document, 
such ns an engineering design for a new 
product, and make changes in the document 
that will be instantly qpdntcd by the com- 
puter on every single computer screen. 


having to inform everyone who needs to 
know of any change in the document by 
altering the document and sending a mes- 
sage to all the users, alerting them to the 
change. 

The person who creates a Notes applica- 
tion can customize the program and jilso_ 
determine exactly which people in the cor- 
poration arc permitted to view the docu- 
ment and make any changes to it. The doc- 
uments can contain drawings, pictures, 
computer data or video. Notes documents 
“ tan be augmented with other Louis pro- 
grams such as word processors, spread- 
sheets, database programs and the cc:Mail 
electronic mail product. 

Notes is a software program that can be., 
installed at every personal computer in a 
given network or group of co-workers or in 
the laptop computers used by- traveling 
salespeople for the same company. Using 
software tools from Lotus, the program can 
be tailored to a company’s particular style 
of doing business, whether it be developing 
products, providing service for customers, 
or managing a sales network. 

Notes is considered an open .system pro- 


gram because it can run on any kind of 
computer thaLuscs standard software such 
as IBM's OS/2, Apple's Macintosh, 
Microsoft Windows or Unix software. That 
gives the program an extremely broad mar- 
ket for potential customers. 

It was devised by Ray Ozzic, a Lotus 
employee who formed a company called 
Iris Associates, a Westford, Mass., firm that 
was later acquired by Lotus. Ozzic essen- 
tially took all the elements for group com- 
puting — databases, message systems, - 
computer security, and electronic forms — 
and integrated them so they would work 
with thc-so-callcd plumbing of the comput- 
er network. 

Notes has generated an estimated $200 
'million in sales, according to market 
research firm Datnquest Inc. in San Jose, 
Calif. Sales of Notes arc expected to grow 
6Q.pcrccnt in fiscal 1995 while Lotus’ other 
applications arc expected to decline. Lotus’ 
business partners also reap sales from 
Notes by creating applications that run with 
Notes or make it easier to use. 

More than S,500 companies have 
installed the program, and Lotus says an 
estimated 1.75 million people use the prod- 
uct. The product’s potential grows as busi- 
nesses create ever larger webs of computer 
networks that cross boundaries of compa- 
nies, industries and countries. The appcal to 
IBM lies in this promisc for growth, which 
would prompt sales of IBM computers, 
software and network gear.

• Personal income rose 0.3 per- 
cent in April, down from the 0.7 
percent pace a month earlier, the 
Commerce Department has 
reported. At the some time, con- 
sumer spending rose 0.7 percent 
Analysts said that suggested 
continued high use of credit 
cards and other forms -of financ- 
ing. ■ 

Consumer credit includes all 
household debt not secured by 
real estate, such as home equity 
loans and home mortgages. 

Revolving credit, which 
includes credit cords, rose at a 
21.8 percent rate, or $6.5 billion, 
slower than the 23 percent gain a 
month earlier.

The kev to today’s game lies' 
with South’s management of the 
club suit. The game will make 
whenever either opponent holds 
K-x. Can you see how to make it 
when East holds K-x-x? 

West takes his top spades and 
exits safely in trumps. South wins 
and draws trumps; how should he- 
proceed? If he cashes the dub ace 
and leads the jack to dummy’s 
queen, West plays high-low and 
East will know to refuse his king. 
South falls back on a losing dlar 
mond finesse and the game goes 
one down. 

■ Leading the dub jack before 
cashing the ace won’t work either. 
Whether or not_dummy overtakes, 
,a duck by East will strand the 
suit. 

The correct (and most dramat- 
ic) way to play the suit is to offer a 
dub trick to East by leadings low 
‘ dub. to dummy’s io. If East takes 
his king, the dub suit runs. And if 
East refuses to win the king, 
South pulls the string and finess- 
es to his lack — a pure case of 
“now you have it, now you don’t” 
This give-and-take process re- 
sults in no dub losers and the de- 
fenders take only three tricks. 

When the dub 10 holds in dum- 
_ my,,how_Ldoes South know in 
which minor to finesse? If he can- 
not teU by the “table action” of the 
opponents, one might conclude 
he’d bettor try another foursome. 
This group may be too tough for 
Him.
